Roosevelt, who looked charming in a 
blue brocade gown, embroidered with 
g0ld and crystal ornaments, while 
Colonel Roosevelt escorted Mm.o Fal- 
lieres. Miss Ethel Roosevelt, who 
wore a gown of pink satin, was es- 
corted by M. Jussereand, the French 
ambassador to the United States.

“T cannot allow the dinner to termi- 
mate without seizing the occasion to 
offer a toast te Theodore Roosevelt— 
en fllustrious man who is at the same 
time. a great citizen. a great friend 
of France and a great friend of peace. 
I lift my glass also in honor of Mrs. 
Roosevelt. to whom goes out the 
homage of our respectful sympathy. I 
congratulate myself at being able to 
tell Our guests how happy we are to 
receive and fete them.” 

Colonel Roosevelt replied in French, 
saving he was profoundly touched by 
the words of President Fallieres. 

Cana Never Forget Welcome. 

“Mrs. Roosevelt and I,” continued 
the American ex-president, “will never 
forgét the welcome we have received 
in France, especially from you, Mr. 
President. 

“Made to understand and to love 
each other, our two countries have 
been friends from the beginning, and 
no doubt will always remain friends 
in the future. Every civilized man 
who comes to France learns something, 
because France is the cradle of mod- 
€rn civilization. Even today I have 
learned much, and one thing in par- 
ticular which will appear in my lec- 
ture tomorrow. 

“I raise my glass in honor of the 
president of the republic and Mme. 
Falli¢res, whose grateful guests we 
are tonight.” ' 

Reception Follows Dinner. 

A reception followed the dinner, to 
which many other notables of the 
French literary and scientific world 
and a number of prominent persons 
of the American colony, including Wil- 
liam K. Vanderbilt, were invited to 
meet Colonel Roosevelt. During the 
reception a literary and musica) pro- 
qram was rendered by artists from 
the Comedie Francaise and the opera. 
Mary Garden and M. Saleza sang the 
duet from “Romeo and Julfet.” and M. 
Mounet-Sully and Mme. Bartet recited 
selections from Victor Hugo's works. 
At midnight a buffet supper was 
served. : 

Visits Temb of Napoicea. 

Colonel Roosevelt began his 
gram of the day with a visit 
to the tomb of Napoleon in the 
Palais deg Invalides. He was acclafm- 
ed by a great crowd, which included 
many photographers, who took snap 
shote as the party entered the Cour 
ad’ Honneur, where General Dalstein, 
military governor of Pari, awaited 
them.

LIABILITIES ARE $6,000,000 


Report States Decatur Cotton 
Firm Is Short 39,000 Bales. 
News Fell Like Explosion Up- 
on Liverpool---English Houses 
Rush Representatives to Ala- 
bama to Investigate. 


Liverpool, April 22.—There was a 
sensation in Cottonopolis today, born 
of widely-circulated stories that forged 
bills of lading for cotton, purporting 
to have been’shipped from the Unitea 
States had been uncovered. The al- 
leged fraudulent methods, it was said, 
involved cotton valued at $2,500,000, 
and in addition to 30 Liverpool cot- 
cerns, it was stated that several con- 
tinental cotton houses were heavy 
losers. 

False Bills of Lading. 

The Echo says that the method of 
using the alleged fale#e bills of lading 
was to append fac simile carrier's sig- 


natures to bilis of lading sent with 
drafts to this side before the .cotton 
was delivered by carriers and that im- 
porters in many cases paid such drafts. 
When the practice was discovered the 
steamship companies withheld deliv- 
eries until the bills of lading were 
verified. The Echo says that an in- 
vestigation made by importers shows 


bills of lading spurious, but that there 
was actually no cotton against some of 
them. 

Sensational reports of the failure of 
the Alabama cotton firm of Knight, 
Yancey & Co., which heavily hit Liv- 
erpool] cotton houses, added to the ex- 
citement. 

Short 39,000 Bales. 

A cable dispatch from New Orleans, 
which fell like an explosion of dyna- 
mite, said that Kaight. Ben 1a sae 
Were weort n Liverpool 25,0 es; in 
Havre eGo bales and in Genoa 6,000 
bales. This would make a total loss 
at current quotations of over $3,000,- 
600. ‘ 

In Liverpool 26 firms are believed 
to havé been affected by the failure 
of the Alabama firm. 

A majority of them, however, have 
large amounts of capital and will be 
able to tide over the situation, but a 
few of them will be seriously hit. 

The heads of some of the houses in 
Liverpool will proceed to the United 
States by the first steamer available 
in order to investigate the situation. 
No loss as a result of the failure is 
likely to fall upon English bankers, 
who are amply secured. 

No Great Effect on Prices. 

While the cotton market today was 
deeply stirred by the situation, its 
effect upon prices was not great. The 
directors of the Liverpool Cotton As- 
sociation met during the day and dis- 
cussed the affair. One result of this 
meeting has been to revive the move- 
ment initiated by the association in 
1908 to follow the same practice as 
pertains in the corn trade in connec- 
tion with the issue of bills of lad- 
ing. 

The hope is expressed here that the 
settlement of the affairs of Knight, 
Yancey & Co. will realize $500,000. 
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ALL FOREIGNERS. 
ARE THREATENED 


Hankow, April 22.—The situation in 
Hunan province ig reported as critical. 
Women and children are fleeing for 
their lives from Changsha, the capita). 
A number of villages near that city 
have been reduced to ashes by native 
mobs. The country is placarded with 
threats to kill all foreigners. 

Missionaries Lose Heavily. 

This disquieting news was brought 
by missionary refugees who arrived 
here today from Changsha and nearby 
missionary .stations. Many of them 
had traveled 30 miles on foot and 
reached the Yangse-Kiang river ‘n 
rags. Their houses had been burned 
and they lost all of their personal ef- 
fects. The missionaries stated that 
gunboats in the river had their guns 
trained upon Changsha and nearby 
points, and have afforded a refuge 
for many foreigners. Three thousand 
Chinese fmperial soldiers are oqcupy- 
ing the strategic points of the capital, 
end detachments are being hurried to 
the outlying districts where rioting is 
reported. 

Many Chinese have been killed. In 
one instance a technical schoo! was set 
a-fire and thirty students were burned 
to death. / 

When vessels approached Changsha 
to rescue the imperilled ones, the 
Chinese mobs saturated the junks with 
kerosene oil from looted stations of 
the Standard Oil Company and setting 
them a-fire, allow them to float 
down stream in an attempt to fire the 
oncoming steamers. 

Ferther Outrages Feared. 

The viceroy of Hunan province and

Kansas City, Mo., April 22.—Seven 
days after Dr. B. C. Hyde gave Miss 
‘Stella Swope a box of candy, the 
young woman developed typhoid fever. 
according to Miss Anna Houlihan, a 
nurse, who was a witness in the Swope 
murder trial this afternoon. Thus, 
for the first time in the investigation 
of the Swope tragedies, was the ques- 
tion of candy brought into the case. 

The mention of the candy came as a 
surprise to Dr. Hyde and his counsel- 
lors. 

Question of Candy Disturbs Hyde. 

Dr. Hyde, who was sitting tilted 
back in his chair, smilingly listening 
to the testimony of the nurse, quickly 
moved over to his attorneys and en- 
tered into a conference with them. 
Mrs. Hyde soon joined the little group. 
For several minutes they talkeq earn- 
estly. 

“It is a significant feature, 
cannot say just what will develop 
from an investigation of it,” Special 
Prosecutor James A. KReed said later. 

Attorneys for Dr. Hyde said they 
did not regard the testimony serious- 
ly.

Gruesome Review by Witness. 

The death of Chrisman Swope and 
the fliness of Margaret Swope were 
reviewed by Miss Anna Houlihan.

In telling of Dr. Hyde's ac- 
tions after Chrisman Swope had died, 
lying cross-wise of a bed, she said: 

Handled Dead Man Roughly. 

Dr. Hyde gr&sped'the dead man by 
the feet and turned him around in 
bed. 

“How did he do it?! asked Attorney 
Reed. 

“Roughly,” she replied. 

In attempting to imitate the moans 
of Chrisman and Margaret Swope, the 
witness gave utterance to a cry of 
anguish. Spectators, unaware of her 
intention to m&ke the sound, rose 
quickly from their seats, thinking 
some ill had bé@fallen her, 

The description of two cases of con- 
vulsions showe@ marked similarity. 
Miss Houlihan said the patients acted 
the same in many respects. 

Again today the corridors of the 
criminal court building were blocked 
with people, who were unable to gain 
admission to the court room.

SAYS AOUSEVELT ‘ALA MEN HELD [BLOW IS'0 


A CONSPIRACY 


Gigantic. Fraud Brought 
to Light. 


Alleged Members of Shreve| 


Family Confederated and 
Agreed to Withhold From the 
Referee in Bankruptcy Assets 
of Jewelry Company. 


Mobile, Ala., April 22.—(Special.)— 
United States District Attorney W. H. 
Armbrecht, of this city, was today 
appointed special assistant to the at- 
torney general of the United States to 
prosecute Jesse H. and Daniel H. 
Shreve, under arrest at San Antonio; 
A. C. Shreve, Tuscaloosa; R. T. Shreve, 
James FE. Shreve, Hilljard Shreve, 
Georgé H. Shreve, John Johnson, Wil- 
liam Franklin, at Montgomery, and 
Sam Copeland, at Scottsboro, Ala., 
whose arrests were effected simulta- 
neously today on the charge of con- 
spiracy to defraud the government. 

Indictments sworn out here charge 
that the defendants conspired, con- 
federated and agreed to withheld from 
the referee in bankruptcy of this dis- 
trict assets of the City Jewelry Com- 
pany, of Montgomery, Ala., wilfully 
knowing of their whereabouts at the 
time. 

Shipped Dummy Package. 

It is alleged that the above parties 
purchased from wholesale houses 
throughout the United States valuable 
jewelry, silverware and other goods 
with Which to fit out a store of that, 
and opened headquarters in Montgom- 
ery. It is alleged further that they 
shipped a dummy package supposed 
to be worth $20,000 to Greenville, Ala., 
to the store of Daniel H. Shreve, that 
the store of Shreve at Greenville 
caught fire and was destroyed. 

The next move the defendants made, 
according to the warrants, was to have 
someone throw them into involuntary 
bankruptcy, and in their schedule of 
assets they stated that their stock of 
goods had been destroyed. 

The United States authorities became 
suspicious of the company, and Kirk 
Labelle, a special agent of the depart- 
ment of justice, was sent here several 
months’. ago, and he has been quietly 
working on the case for several 
months. An investigation brought a 
great deal of the stuff that was actual- 
ly purchased in a store at Andalusia, 
Ala. This stuff is valued at $20,000. 

The fraud is said to be one of the 
biggest unearthed in this section of 
the United States In some yéars.

Wolter Evinces No Emotion, 
The boy’s counsel said with éioe- 
quence this afternoon that Wolter 
was too tender-hearted to harm a cai, 
but twelve men decided tonight that 
he strangled Ruth Wheeler and thrust 
her, while yet alive, in his fireplace, 
where, soaked with oil, her crumpled 
body writhed and burned.

Argument of Defense.

LIABILITIES OF FIRM 
MAY REACH 86,000,000 

Decatur, Ala., April 22.—All kinds of 
sensational reports are afloat in the 
two Decaturs today concerning the 
failure of Knight, Yancey & Co., cot- 
ton merchants, for nearly $6,000,000. 
However, none of these reports can 
be substantiated. John W. Knight, 
the head of the Decatur office of the 
company, made the following’ state- 
ment today, the first that has been 
made since the tailure: 

“The whole matter is in the hands 
if the court for the adjudication, and 
ilk of the property of the firm, the 
iooks, records, etc., have been turned 
‘ver to the receiver in bankruptcy, 
Jerre Murphy, at Huntsville, and a 

therough investigation will be made 
immediately. 

“Further than this I have nothing 
to say for publication at this time.” 

Several depositors in the banks of 
Decatur and New Decatur, who had 

heard that these banks were in a bad 
condition on account of the falilure of 
Knight, Yancey & Co., called for their 
money, but when they were shown 
that the banks had plenty of cash they 
did not draw out their deposits. 
Banks Will Not Suffer. 

Every effort to solve the real cause 
of the failure has faliea, and it is 
quite likely that the real facts will 
not be known until the matter comes 
up and is settled in the bankruptcy 
court at Huntsville According to the 
best of information obtained, none of 
the depositors in southern banks will 
suffer by the failure. 

Mr. Knight spent the day in his of- 
fice here and with friends in the city. 
From his conversation and from his 
manner he is confident that the matter 
will be shown up clearly to the satis- 
faction of the public, and that it will 
be found that he is not responsible for 
the failure. No one is in a: position 
to give positive proof of the charge 
that the bogus bills of lading have 
been issued, but rumor from various 
sources say they have. Mr. Knight 
would say nothing concerning these 
reports. 

ENGLISH AGENTS MAKE 
INVESTIGATION OF FAILURE 

Birmingham, Ala., April 22.—A num- 
ber of legal and other representatives 
of English and American cotton firms 
are in Birmingham, making an inves- 
tigation into the recent filing of a 
voluntary petition in bankrupty by the 
big cotton firm of Knight, Yancey & 
Co., of Decatur, Ala., with branches in 
Selma, Mobile and Memphis. Among 
those here are representatives of 
Minoprio-Forgan & Co., Liverpool; 
Baker, Patton & Co., New Orleans; J. 
J. Williams Cotton Company, of 
Liverpool; Williams & Wilson, of Gal- 
veston; Alexander Ecoles & Co., of 
Liverpool; Pennefather & Co., of Liver- 
pool, and E. C. Worrell, of Galveston. 

There is some intimation handed out 
that legal representatives are investi- 
gating the presence of forged bills of 
lading for cotton. The representatives 
here are just from Decatur, and the 
statement is made that very little 
information was secured from the firm. 
A number of transactions are under 
“careful investigation, the outcome of 
which is not intimated. 


Crocked Transactions. 


Mobile, Ala., April 23.-—E. J. Buck, 
president of the City Bank and Trust 
Company of this city, one of the cred- 
itors of the bankrupt cotton firm of 
Knight, Yancey & Co., is authority for 
the statement that the alleged crooked 
transactions of J. W. Knight was due 
to forged bills of lading. 

It was rumored that there were 
forged warehouse receipts in this city, 
but the banks, who were notified two 
days before the failure was announced, 
had a most sweeping search made, but 
found none. 

The discovery of the condition of the 
firm's affairs was due, it is said, to an 
automobile accident that happened at 
Decatur, Ala., that kept Mr. Knight 
away from the office. When the de- 
mands were made on the firm they 
could not be met.

FUNERAL SIMPLE!

Body Will Rest by Side 
of Wife. 


Wish of Family That Services 
Be Brief --- Dr. Henry Van 
Dyke, of Princeton, to Preach 
Funeral Sermon---Expressions 
of Grief Universal. 


New York, April 22.—A simple fu- 
neral over the body of Samuel L. 
Clemens will be held in this city to- 
morrow afternoon. The body will then 
be taken to Elmira, N. Y., where it 
will be buried beside those of his wife 
and children. 

F. A. Duneka, of Harper & Bros., Mr. 
Clemens’ publishers, said it was the 
wish of the family that the services 
be as brief as possible. Later a pub- 
lic memorial service will be held in 
some large hall. 

Dr. Van Dyke to Preach Sermon. 

Dr. Henry Van Dyke, of Princeton 
university, will preach the funeral ser- 
mon tomorrow at the Brick Presby- 
terian church, Thirty-seventh street 
and Fifth avenue, at 3 o’clock. The 
funeral, Mr. Duneka said, would be 
of a semi-public nature, but attended 
only by relatives and close friends of 
the dead author. There will be no 
pallbearers, and, although final ar- 
rangements have not been made, the 
service probably will 
of a short address by Dr. Van Dyke. 
There probably will be no music. The 
body will be brought to New York 
from Redding, Conn., tomorrow in a 


special car. 
Another Service at Elmira. 

After the funeral here the dead au- 
thor will be taken to Elmira, where 
another service, as simple as the one 
here, wild be held. This service prob- 
ably will be at the home of General 
Langdon, a relative by marriage, and 
so far as is now known, will consist 
simply of a short address by Joseph 
Twitchell, of Hartford, Conn., who is 
ene of Mr. Clemens’ oldest friends.

No arrangements have been made for 
the public memorial service. Mr. Du- 
neka said it probably would be held 
in a week or ten days in this city. 
It is felt by Mr. Clemens’ relatives that 
some such service should be held at 
which the public may gather, as a 
sign of affection for the dead humorist. 
MANY EXPRESSIONS OF GRIEF 

HEARD FROM COUNTRYSIDE 

Redding, Conn., April 22.—News of 
the death last night of Samuel! L. 
Clemens (Mark Twain) at Stormfield 
did not reach the countryside until the 
morning papers arrived. Expressions 
of grief were then heard on all sides. 
Several neighbors who stood close to 
him in life were permitted to view the 
body as it lay in bed. 

Mr. Clemens did much of his work 
in bed, and in death he still seemed a 
part of the surroundings of his active 
life. Ranged about him were his books. 
Beside him was his tabouret set with 
a tobacco jar, a collection of pipes, a 
stand of cigars and matches in abund- 
ance. Above his head was a reading 
lamp. In the old days he had heartily 
cursed all chamber maids because of 
their hostile ideas of tidiness. 

Twain's Opinion of Chamber Maids. 

“They always put the pillow on the 
opposite end of the bed from the gas 
burner,’ he wrote, “so that while you 
read and smoked before sleeping, as 
isthe ancient and honorable custom of 
bachelors, you have to hold your book 
aloft in an uncomfortable position to 
keep the light from dazzling your eyes. 
If they cannot get the light in an in- 
convenient position any other way, 
they move the bed. They always put 
the match box in some other place. 
They hunt up a new place for it every 
day and put up a bottle or other per- 
ishable glass thing where the box stood 
before. This is to cause you to break 
that glass thing. They always save 
up all the old scraps of printed rubbish 
you have thrown on the floor and stand 
them up carefully on the table and 
start the fire with your valuable man- 
uscripts.”

[FEW FARMERS RETURNING | 
THEIR DOGS FOR TAXATION 


“The city folks may turn in their 
dogs for taxation, but the folks in the 
country ain’t goin’ to do it,” said a 
farmer in the tax receiver's office yes- 
terday. They don’t think the dogs are 
worth it, and they know that there is 
no effectual way to enforce the law. 

“what's the state going to do if they 
don’t list their dogs? They can’t levy 
on property for the tax, and the dog 
himself ain’t worth levying on It 
wouldn't. do them any good to shoot 
the dog, and if they take him away 
from the owner the state will have to 
feed them.” 

And that seems to express in a nut- 
shell the opinion of many people: and 
the scarcity of returns for dogs would 
indicate that.a good many people are 
not thinking seriously of paying the 
special tax on dogs. So far, it is true, 
about 60 per cent of those making re- 
turns have given in their dogs for 
taxes; but, just as the man from the 
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country said, they are “mostly city 
folks.” 

“Every once and a while,” said the 
tax receiver, “a countryman comes in 
and registers four or five dogs; but 
generally it is the city people who 
make returns for dogs.” 

So far, less than a thousand dogs 
have been registered. Many people feel 
that when they pay a dollar as a spe- 
cial dog tax they are giving something 
for nothing. The tax does not entitle 
them to a tag for the dog, nor, in fact, 


‘give them anything in return. 


It does not make the dogs property. 
either, for the tax is the same on all 
kinds, breeds and varieties of dogs. 

What is a dog, anyway? According 
te some of the returns and some of the 
answers, certain species of canines are 
not “dogs.” 

“Have you any -dogs?’ inquired the 
tax receiver of a man who was making 
property returns. 

“No, sir; I ain’t got no dogs. Ain't 
got a thing but four old flop-eared

SAN FRANCISCO'S OLD-TIMERS. 
CONJURE UP REMINISCENCES 

San Francisco. April 22.—San Fran- 
cisco’s “old-timers” are conjuring up 
reminiscences galore of the days fifty 
vears ago when Samuel L. Clemens was 
plain Sam Clemens and the name Mark 
Twain had little significance for any- 
body except steamboat men on the 
Mississippi river. 

“Back in the old days,” muses John 
T. Goodman, the pioneer editor of the 
west, who gave Clemens his first job 
as a writer, “Sam was the best com- 
pany, the drollest entertainer and the 
most interesting fellow imaginable. His 
humor was always creeping out and 
stayed with him to the last. A few 
weeks ago [I received a letter from him 
couched in terms so characteristic of 
him. He wrote: ‘Come.on and visit me 
once more before we get so old we 
can't hear each other swear.’ 

“It was my privilege to read many 
of his works in manuscript before they 
were sent to the publishers. I recol- 
lect his giving me the manuscript of 
‘Roughing It’ to read one afternoon 
when T wags visiting him in the early 
seventies. He made a great hit with 
‘Innocents Abroad,’ and he was afraid 
he would not sustain his newly ac- 
quired reputation. When I began to 
read Sam sat down at his desk and 
wrote nervously. 

“For an hour I read along intently. 
hardly noticing that Sam was begin- 
ning to fret and shift about uneasily. 
At last he could not stand git any 
longer, and jumping up he exclaimed: 
‘D—d you, you have been reading that 
stuff an hour and you haven't cracked 
a smile yet. I don’t believe I’m keep- 
ing up my lick.’” -

MARK TWAIN, WORLD-SERVANT. 


| Wherever in the civilized world men and women and little 
children love humor and cleanliness, sweetness and far-reaching in- 
sight into the universal human nature, there will be genuine 
mourning over the death df Samuel L. Clemens, “Mark Twain.” 

Rarely has a single figure in our. national literature towered 
with such unique and encyclopaedic distinction. 

Mark Twain was a profound humorist, paradoxical as that 
statement may seem. The shallow merry-maker with his quips 
and turns and cheaper puns and mental acrobatics is common 
enough in the story of the race. His is a faculty that barely 
scratches the surface of flesh and blood, lacking the ability to pen- 
etrate to the quick and touch the eternal humanities, whether they 
reside in the soul of the hyper-cultured product of the twentieth 
century, or the semi-barbarian on the outposts of civilization. 

And this is what Mark Twain accomplished, not spasmodically, 
but virtually in all of his written endeavors. 
the human note. It is true that his brand of humor and humorous 
philosophy, sometimes deftly screening a far more serious motift 
was reflective of American thought and genius. But in America 
is a conglomerate of the world’s races, an amalgam from the melt- 
ing pot of the best and the worst of the old world, so that what 
civilization reverenced in Twain was the glimpse he gave it of a 
blend of itself, as typified in the universal American. 

Little of the slap-stick of the element of boisterousness may be 
found in the work of this master craftsman. Drollery there is in 
abundance, quaintness and charm of style abides alway, sustained 
and intuitive humor is never far absent from his elbow. But the 
cruder and more vulgar effects he avoided instinctively, bringing to 
bear a delicacy tempered with breadth. 

Men loved him not only for the fact that he gave them cheer, 
but that his quiet and unfailing courage gave them inspiration. 
He mocked at adversity. He combatted desolation with a smile 
and a sweet stubbornness that never acknowledged itself beaten. 

He was truly a world-servant. And world-wide is the wish 
that his sleep may be sound, broken only by those pleasant dreams 
that lighten the face of slumbering ‘innocence with chastened 
smiles.

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THE DISCOVERY OF ANESTHESIA.

The detailed story of the exercises at Jefferson, the oration of 
Pleasant Stovall and the narrative of the actuality and the mean- 
ing of Dr. Long’s discovery were outlined at length in The Con- 
stitution. 

Georgia has already, in a way, acknowledged her obligation to 
this unpretentious great man by proposing his bust for the national 
Hall of Fame. And in the corridors of her statehouse, side by side 
with other famous Georgians, hangs an oil portrait of him in heroic 
size. 

But it is poetically fitting that his achievement should be in- 
delibly recorded in the little Georgia town, where for the first 
authenticated time in history painless surgery dawned upon a pang- 
wracked world. 

Of the controversy over priority in this particular field it is 
superfluous to speak in elaboration. As often as the precedence of 
Crawford W. Long has been challenged, it has been newly estab- 
lished, by not only the testimony of the people of this state, but, 
as well, by physicians and students of Europe. It is chiefly upon 
the detached and unbiased testimony of this latter class of experts 
that posterity will predicate its abiding gratitude to the man who 
conferred a priceless boon upon humanity. 

Not only in Georgia, but throughout the world, memorials 
should be reared in appreciation and homage to this great Amer- 
ican physician.

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OLD WORLD COURT GOSSIP 


By Marquise

Most people imagine that the Duke 
of Richmond takes his title from Rich- 
mond on the Thames, one of the most 
charming suburbs of London, and for 
centuries a royal residence. This is 
not the case. The Richmond from 
which the duke takes his title is Rich- 
mond castle, in Yorkshire, now little 
more than a majestic ruin, and which 
has just been presented by the Duke 
of Richmond and Gordon to the state 
for preservation as a national memo- 
rial. It is one of those grand old 
strongholds of medieval times, cover- 
ing more than five. acres of ground and 
perched on a roek, overhanging the 
Swale. Indeed, the view from the bat- 
tlements down the picturesquely 
wooded valley of the Swale is one of 
the most beautiful in England. 

The splendid hall and keep, dating 
from the Norman era, are still in a fair 
state of preservation, and are quite 
as fine as anything at the Tower of 
London. Among its early owners was 
that grand old Breton crusader, Jean 
Nord de Bretagne, who, after his mar- 
riage to King Edward's favorite sis- 
ter, Princess Beatrice, was created 
Earl of Richmond. This princess and 
her husband shared in the historic cru- 
sade, in which King Edward so nar- 
rowly escaped death by means of a 
poisoned dagger. An old local song 
still lives around Richmond castle, and 
tells of its Breton lords, how— 


“Bach came out of Brittany 
With his wife Tiffany, 

And his maid Moufras 

And his dog Hardigras.” 


“Tiffany” English Corruption. 

The name Tiffany is, of course, the 
English corruption of the Breton name 
Tiphaine, so familiar as that of the 
Breton wife of Du Guesclin. 

There have been several dukedoms 
of Richmond taking their title from 
Richmond castle, and Henry VII was 
Earl of Richmond before ‘his accession 
to the throne. After him, a son of 
Henry VIII was Duke of Richmond. 
He was created Duke of Richmond and 
of Somerset when six years old by his 
father, who was devoted to him. But 
he’ died when barely eighteen years 
of age, after marrying, without the 
sanction of his father, the Earl of Sur- 
rey’s sister, Lady Mary Howard. Henry 
VIII seems to have resented this 
match and to have considered that 
Lord Surrey had taken an undue ad- 
vantage of the fact that he had con- 
fided the duke to his care, and this 
was the real reason why some time 
afterwards he sent Lord Surrey, s0 
famous as a statesman, warrior and 
a poet, to the scaffold on the ridicu- 
lous pretext of undue assumption of 
the heraldic bearings of Edward the 
Confessor, a quartering to which he 
had a right, and which his family, the 
Howards, headed by the Duke of Nor- 
folk, use today. jen 

Then there was the fourth Duke of 
Lennox, who was created Duke Rich- 
mond by Charles I and who was s0 
chivalrous in his devotion to that i1l- 
fated monarch, paying his last duty 
to the king by placing him in his tomb 
at Windsor. The duke is one of the 
most conspicuous figures on that well- 
known painting, representing the fu- 
neral of Charles I, and of his coffin 
being borne into St. George’s chapel 
in a blind snow storm and covered with 
a fall of snow. The Dukedom of 
Richmond and that of Lennox became 
extinct through the death of the sixth 
Duke of Lennox and the third Duke 
of Richmond of this creation in 1672, 
and then King Charles II bestowed 
both dukedoms upon his natural son 
by his lovely Breton favorite, Louise 
de Querouailles, Duchess d’Augbigny in 
France and Duchess of Portsmouth in 


England. It is from that Duke of 
Richmond that the present duke is de 
scended in a straight line.

His daughter i=s widelv known in 
America B« a novelist. »nder the name 
of Ellen Thorneycroft Fowler, among 
her best known works being “Trabe!

She is married to Alfred Laurence 
Felkin, who, in addition to being a 
government ingnector of schools, is 
likewise something of a novelist. 

As' for the Wrottesleys, thev are a

One 
of the Wrottesleve was with Simon 
of Montfort: another distinguished 
himself at the battle of Crecy under 
Edward the Black Prince, and was 
one of the original Knights of the 
Garter. A Sir Walter Wrotteslev was 
a conspicuous Yorkist in the War of 
the Roses, and at the close. Edward 
IV munificently endowed him with a 
lot of land confiscated from people 
who had belonged to the other side. 
Another Sir Walter Wrottesley fought 
for Charles I, and was heavily pen- 
alized by Cromwell and the common- 
wealth.

Although their family is very old, 
their peerage is of relatively modern 
origin, having only been created in 
1838, in favor of Sir John Wrottesley, 
who had represented Staffordshire in 
a number of parliaments.

The Market Was Nervous and 
‘Closed Barely Steady---Off 
Six to Ten Points. 


New York, April 22.~.-The cotton 
market showed continued nervousness 
during today’s .trading, with prices 
ruling a little lower, under scattering 
liquidation and with the close barely 
steady at a net decline of 6@10 points 
in response to lower cables than ex 
pected, but prices very quickly rallied 
on a renewal of short covering and 
some little buying of new crop month:

They want to 
know why all spot dealers and plant- 
ers at the south are not indicted for 
holding cotton at prices relatively 
above those ruling at New York, and 
say that high prices are ate to the 
small crop last season.

Bulls, however, 
have sustained prices from time to 
time. Large spot interests have been 
reported buyers of May and July. 
Utica, N. ¥., mills are now running on 
full time. Frost has delayed planting 
or caused some replanting, it is sald, 
in parts of the southwest. Manches- 
ter sends cheerful reports in regard to 
ita trade. Some spot dealerg at the 
south, unable to fill their contracts, 
owing to ruling high prices, have an- 
nounced their suspension. Covering in 
New York against these failures has 
caused brief rallies. Taking the week 
as a whole, the net changes are tri- 
fling, however. Everybody is awaiting 
the issue of the government action, 
and meantime the trading is Iight.

WEEK’S TRADE REVIEWED. 


New York, April 22.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.'s Weekly Review of Trade tomor- 
row will say that while business sen- 
timent is distinctly optimistic where- 
ever the process of extracting eight 
or nine billions of new products out 
of the soil is carried on, there is con- 
fusion and uncertainty in the finan- 
cial market. There the severe de- | 
pression on bonds, the pressing needs 
of London, the continued large exports 
of gold from New York and the heavy 
merchandise imports into the United 
States, the over-production in pig 
iron, coke and copper leading to talk- 
of curtailment of operations and some 
hesitation eaused by the remarkable 
political developments, both in Eng- 
land and the United States, produge 
confusion of opinion as to the immedi- 
ate future. Yet there has been a not- 
able abatement of the recent unrest 
of labor, with advances in wages by 
important cooperations. 

The crop prospects are, on the 
whole, considered to be excellent and 
are improving. The recent weather, 
while causing some damage in places, 
has, by increased moisture, been very 
beneficial elsewhere. There has been 
some readjustment of prices to a more 
nominal basis. This causes consider- 
able irregularity in the textile indus- 
tries, yet on the whole the dry goods 
trade, while conservative, is confident 
of a good year. 

A better feeling prevails in the wool 
crade. In a number of important 
eerters the business activity is re- 

rted to be up to full capacity, while 

n others where conditions are less 
favorable improvement is noted. The 
shoe trade continues gradually to ex- 
pand. 

It becomes increasingly evident that 
a general curtailment of pig iron 
production may develop in the near 
future, unless conditions in that mar- 
ket meet with some adjustment. The 
output of all grades is running steadily 
in excess of the demand and stocks 
naturally accumulate. A concerted 
movement has been made to reduce the 
production of coke, because of exces- 
sive supplies, and it is considered that 
similar Sevelopmente in pig fron can- 
not be delayed very much longer. 

Buyers of cotton goods are inclined 
to await developments in raw cotton 
before operating on convertible and 
ether fabrics. Retallers are buying 
conservatively but steadily. Jobbers 
hold out of the primary markets be- 
cause of the uncertainty in cotton 
goods prices. Manufacfurers generally 
are increasing short time. The con- 
servatism in the primary dry goods 
markets is not reflected so strongly in 
distributing or retail ‘chi channels.
